One grim record already was 
set, this for all types of acci­ 
dental deaths in the country 
during the 78-hour period The 
old record for violent deaths

Pasternak told re­ 
porters the prize “fills me with 
great joy and also gives me 
great moral support.’’

down through the ranks of 
Soviet writers. 


Pasternak was drummed 
out of the union of Soviet 
writers as a betrayer of the 
Socialist cause who had writ­ 
ten “in the interests of fan­ 
ning the cold war.”

New Turk Government 
Moves To End Unrest 


ANKARA, Turkey W— The 
revolutionary g o v e r n m e n t 
moved today to stamp out po­ 
litical activity in Turkey with 
scattered arrests. 
The roundup followed the 
suicide of Namik Gedik, form­ 
er interior minister who as di­ 
rector of police was one of the 
most hated members of ousted 
Premier Adnan Menderes’ re­ 
gime. 
The arrests were believed 
directed against attempts to 
stir Menderes' old Democratic 
Partv back to life following last 
Friday's military coup. 
After its first formal meet­ 
ing yesterday, the provisional 
cabinet announced it was ban­ 
ning “ for the time being all 
party activities with the aim of 
preventing all discussions and 
struggles 
between 
brothers 
which might create angry inci­ 
dents.” 
There were unconfirmed re­ 
ports that some were hoping to 
organize an attempt to free 
Menderes. 
Despite the arrests, Turkey 
was returning to normal life, j 
Gedik early yesterday eluded 
s guard and plunged through 
a window to a paved courtyard 
four stories below' his prison 
quarters in the army war col­ 
lege. 
Turkey’s new military rulers 
said Gedik had had a nervous 
breakdown. 
He was considered one of 
Menderes’ closest advisers. The

groups, proposed 
construc­ 
tion of independent facilities 
in Corte Madera. 
With the election scheduled 
in less than a week, no orga­ 
nized opposition has come forth 
against the present bond issue. 
At least one group, however, 
the Corte Madera Taxpayers 
Assn., which actively opposed 
and helped defeat both the pre­ 
vious elections, has come out in 
support of the June 7 election. 
Also 
throwing 
their 
weight 
behind passage of the bonds, 
despite a certain raise in taxes 
which would result with pas­ 
sage, 
is 
the 
Marin 
Estates 
Home Owners Assn. 
“From facts and f i g u r e s 
available, it is evident that our 
sewage facilities must be ex­ 
panded,” said a release from 
the Marin Estates home owners. 
“On this basis, our board has 
given its endorsement to the 
bond issue.” 
Charles A. Miller, newly 
elected 
president 
of 
the 
Corte Madera T a x p a y e r s 
Committee, announced at a 
public meeting last week that 
his organization, which op­ 
posed building a Corte Ma­ 
dera plant, approves enlarge­ 
ment of the Greenbrae plant 
a s t h e m o s t economical 
means of solving the problem. 
Miller even urged volunteers 
to stop forward and assist his 


committee in 
“ ringing -door 
bells 
and 
passing 
out 
bro­ 
chures” in an effort to explain 
the issues to the voters. 
The present contract, nego­ 
tiated between the twro district 
boards in 1949, permits Corte 
Madera to send 175.000 gallons 
of sewage daily through the 
Greenbrae 
facilities.

output is e x c e e d i n g that 
amount by at least three times, 
according to Harry W. Black. 
Corte 
Madera 
district board 
president. 
Of 
the 
$900.000 
r a i s e d 
through a successful election, 
Black said approximately $500,- 
000 would go toward enlarging 
and modernizing the Corte Ma­ 
dera lines and pumping facili­ 
ties, many of which date back 
to 1912. The remaining $400,- 
000 would be used to enlarge 
the Greenbrae pumping station. 


Enlargement of the faaili- 
ties, Black said, would elimi 
nate, 
among other things, 
dumping of raw sewage into 
Corte Madera Creek, as is 
now the case in wet weather 
when the Greenbrae facili­ 
ties 
are 
hopelessly 
over­ 
loaded. 
In the event the bond issue 
fails, Black said the only solu­ 
tions of the problem would be 
through 
sh o rt-te rm 
revenue 
bonds or special assessments. 
Both 
methods, 
Black 
said, 
would be more expensive than 
the long-term bonds proposed. 
It has been estimated that 
passage of the bonds would in­ 
crease the present district tax 
rate of 71 cents per $100 as­

Of this 
amount, 60 cents would go to­ 
ward maintenance and 66 cents 
for redemption of the 
new 
bonds and for $147,000 remain- 
ing in bonds approved in 1949. 
“A raise in taxes must be 
expected,” Miller said. “But the 
facilities must be enlarged and 
our 
committee,

study of the problem, feels en­ 
largement of the Ross Valley 
plant is the most economical 
way the voters can solve the 
problem.”

U.S. Reveals How Russia's 


First Blast W a s Detected 


WASHINGTON AT»—The I)e- 
partm ent told 
in a guarded 
statement today how jhe Lnited 
States learned in 1949 that Rus­ 
sia had broken this country s 
nuclear monopoly. 


The official disclosure, con­ 
firming 
many 
published 
ac­ 
counts, came with the presen­ 
tation of an award to#the man 
most responsible for develop­ 
ing the system which detected 
Russia's first atomic blast 
Dr. 
Peter King, associate director 
of the Naval Research Labora­ 
tory. 
King was given the Distin­ 
guished Civilian Service award 
at a Pentagon ceremony. 
King was honored for out­ 
standing achievement in con­ 
tributing to the development 
and direction of a long range 
detection program which re ­ 
sulted in a system which pro­ 
vided conclusive evidence of 
the first atomic explosion by 
a foreign power.” 


The citation’ accompanying 
the award revealed there was 


a “chemical analysis system” 
which identified the fissionable 
material from the Soviet test 
and 
“fixed the 
approximate 
time of the explosion.” 


King told United Press In­ 
ternational he was able to de­ 
tect the fissionable 
material 
by collecting rainwater at Ko- 
wiak, Alaska, and Washington, 
D.C., for a period of about six 
months prior to the discovery 
of the evidence of the explosion 
in September, 1949.

REDS DETERMINED 


TO HIDE MISSILES 


Relocation Of Sites Seen As Reason 


For Threat From Marshall Malinovsky 


WASHINGTON W —’The So­ 
viet Union's th reat to attack 
any foreign airfield used by a 
plane flying over her territory 
was seen here today as part of 
a determined effort to keep 
secret her relocation of missile 
bases. 
American analysts of Soviet 
affairs said that is the signifi­ 
cance of a speech yesterday by 
Marshal Rodion Malinovsky at 
a Kremlin m eeting of C o m m un ­ 
ist workers. It follows similar 
warnings 
by 
Soviet 
Prem ier 
Nikita Khrushchev. 


Malinovsky said he has or­ 
dered rocket strikes at the 
bases from which any plane 
takes 
off and 
violates 
air 
space of the Soviet Union or 
its communist partners. 


“ We do not know wrhat the 
in tru d er plane may carry,” he 
said in explaining the order. 
“ It may well be a hvdrogen 
bomb.” 


The State D epartm ent had 
no immediate official comment. 
Sen. George D. Aiken (R-Vt.) 
said “ It seems that the war 
party has come back into pow­ 
e r ” in Russia. He contended 
that if the order is followed 
to the letter, even an accidental 
violation of Soviet 
air space 
could set off a nuclear war. 
Sen. 
Mike 
Mansfield 
(D- 
Mont.) also said Malinovsky’s 
speech may have grave impli­ 
cations, com m enting “ I would 
r a th e r take his w arning at face 
value 
than 
to 
underestim ate 
what he says.” 
Some State Department ex­ 
perts agreed, but they as­ 
sessed the speech largely as 
an unusually blunt warning 
designed to scare those Free 
World allies who permit U.S. 
use of airfields in their coun­ 
tries. 


Russia long has sought to 
force abandonm ent of U.S. mili­ 
tary bases surro un d in g her bor­ 
ders, and has stepped up the 


campaign since the downing of 
a 
U-2 
spy 
plane 
in 
Russia 
May 1. 


These experts said Malinov­ 
sky’s 
warning was 
a 
logical 
step which most of th em ex­ 
pected to follow K hru sh ch ev ’s 
tough policy following collapse 
of the Paris sum m it meeting. 
This 
new policy, they ex­ 
plained. has only one aim: To 
keep the U-2 out of the Soviet 
skies during the next six to 
nine months, during which the 
Soviets will redeploy their ex­ 
isting rocket bases and estab­ 
lish their new ones. 


The U-2 is the only known, 
existing 
Free 
World 
intelli­ 
gence tool which could make 
meaningless the Soviet efforts 
to disperse and camouflage the 
new rocket bases. And so long 
as Russia fears that Western 
d eterren t forces can pinpoint 
her rocket bases, these experts 
think, she would never feel 
safe to engage in any fu rth e r 
move, military or diplomatic, 
against the Free World. 
Therefore, 
these 
experts 
believe, 
the 
Soviet 
Union 
wants to keep the U-2 flights 
the only red-hot issue and 
will pursue it in every pos­ 
sible way. 


Experts say the Soviets are 
pursuing, and for a time»w’ill 
continue, a policy of relaxed 
relations in other areas which 
might appear on the surface 
more fundam ental than the U-2 
flights.

Vote Yes On Propositions 
1 And 2; No On Prop. 3 


It is unusual for the electorate of Cal­ 
ifornia to be asked to approve state 
bond issues on their June primary bal­ 
lots. But this year there are three state 
propositions in addition to the regular 
elections and local issues. W e’d like to 
discuss them with you briefly. 


PROPOSITION 1 is a bond issue of 
$400,000,000 
to 
provide 
additional 
funds for the state's Veterans’ Farm 
and Home Loan program. Ever since 
1921 we have been voting on such is­ 
sues. Eleven times before we have pro­ 
vided huge sums for loan to our vet­ 
erans to make home and farm owner­ 
ship easier for them. 
And not once in all that time has it 
ever cost the taxpayers of the state a 
single cent. 
This 
money 
has 
been 
loaned out to veterans who have always 
paid it back, including enough addition 
to pay the cost of operating the pro­ 
gram. W e’d hate to see us give up such 
a program now. 
We recommend a YES vote on Prop­ 
osition 1. 


PROPOSITION 2 is also getting to be 
a familiar fixture on our ballots. This 
one authorizes sale of $300,000,000 in 
bonds to help distressed school districts 
construct needed schoolrooms for their 
children during the years 1961 and 
1962. 
This money too is loaned out to the 
school districts, but it would be futile 
to expect all of it to be paid back. It 
w on’t, but much of it will, eventually. 
Because we know how fast the school 
districts are growing and the great need 
for added classrooms, we urge you to 
support this bond issue. 
At the same time we reiterate our 
entreaty to school officials to make the 
best possible use of both money and of 
facilities they already have. 
Increase 
usability of both new and old buildings, 
and for goodness sakes don’t tear down 


usable old buildings just to get fancy 
new ones. 
Vote YES on Proposition 2. 


PROPOSITION 3 is more or less a 
technical amendment which makes cry­ 
stal clear that it is legal to vote on con­ 
stitutional 
amendments at a 
primary 
election. The state’s experts say this is 
legal, but just to be sure, this proposi­ 
tion was placed on the ballot. A safe­ 
guard against loading the primaries 
with propositions is the fact that each 
one, to get on the ballot, must first have 
a two thirds vote of both houses of the 
legislature. 
But an additional section was tacked 
onto the end of this proposition. 
This 
authorizes the legislative members of 
the State Allocation Board to “exercise 
equal rights and duties’’ with non-legis­ 
lative members. This would give them 
the right to vote and act on other mat­ 
ter. 
W e’re concerned 
about 
this. 
The 
state Allocations Board, which distrib­ 
utes school funds, is made up of the 
state director of finance, the state di­ 
rector of public works, and the state su­ 
perintendent of public instruction. 
In 
addition, there are two members of the 
Senate and two of the Assembly who 
sit in as advisory members. 
If Proposition 3 is passed, the control 
of the allocations board would be turned 
over to the legislators, who then would 
have the majority membership. 
Distribution of funds after they are 
authorized is an administrative job, not 
a legislative one. To us, this proposal 
breaches the separation between the 
legislative and administrative branches 
of government. 
If it were a seven man board, with 
two legislators, wè might be more in­ 
clined to give them the vote. As it is, we 
urge you to defeat the proposition. 


Vote NO on Proposition 3.

Governments Turning Away From 
Death Penalty; British Public To It

The headmaster of a Con­ 
necticut school had one stu­ 
dent on his rolls who was a

murder 
stories and whodunits. This 
kid knew all about Mickey 
Spillane and Raymond Chan­ 
dler, but precious little about 
Shelley and Keats. 
The exasperated headmas­ 
ter yanked a wild and wooley 


paperback out of the kid s 
hands one day and banded 
him a dictionary. “Study this 
for the remainder of t h e 
period,” he suggested dryly. 
At the hour's end the un­ 
abashed boy handed the dic­ 
tionary back and remarked 
cheerfully. “This is p r e t t y 
corny stuff. Professor. I glanc­ 
ed at the last page, and as I 
suspected, the zebra did it!”

1—Capital punishment is 
on the decline in Western 
Europe even more than in the 
United States. 
2 -The principal reason for 
its decline is that the experts

convinced 
that it is not an effective de­ 
terrent to crime. 


3—TO THE EXTENT that 
the statistics are available, 
they show that, as in Italy and 
the Netherlands, the number 
of murders is dropping coun­ 
tries which have abolished the 
death 
sentence. 
(More 
ex­ 
haustive 
studies 
would 
be 
needed to prove absolutely 
that the two are connected. 
4— While only three years 
ago the House of Commons 
passed a bill restricting the 
death penalty to five kinds of 
crime, there is a widening 
breach between British pub­ 
lic opinion strongly in favor 
of the 
death 
penalty, and 
British Parliamentary opin­ 
ion to abolish it. 


THERE 
IS 
NO 
evidence 
that the strongly pro-Chess- 
man slant of the press cover­ 
age, on the continent and 
here in Britain, came from av­ 
ersion to capital punishment. 
This was a human interest 
story of high emotional con­ 
tent in anybody’s newspaper. 
The 
actual 
execution 
of 
Chessman was the lead head­ 
line in every London newspa- 
ppr. including the conserva­ 
tive “Times” and “Daily Tel­ 
egraph"—-this at a time when 
the summit was boiling up. 
when 
the 
Commonwealth 
Prime Ministers were in towm 
and Princess Margaret’s w ed­ 
ding at hand. 
Newspaper 
readers 
here 
were more aw'are of the egre­ 
gious delays in the judicial 
process which kept Chessman 
in the vestibule of death for 
12 years than they were of the 
nature 
f his crimes. People 
generally felt he had suffered 
enough. There w as also a cer­ 
tain unexpressed element of 
pride in the fact that such 
long, dragged-out delays just 
don’t happen over here. 


ESPECIALLY 
INTEREST­ 
ING is the gathering trend 
away from the death penalty 
throughout Western Europe. 
It has already been abolished 
in 
Italy, 
the 
Netherlandst 
Switzerland, 
Austria, 
Bel­ 
gium, Luxembourg. West Ger­ 
many, and Portugal. ♦ 
The new 1949 constitution 
of the Feoeral Republic in 
Ronn ended capital punish­ 
ment in West Germany. 
Particularly striking here 
in Britain is that expert opin­ 
ion, as expressed by the p e n ­ 
ologists, and political opinion 
here have become strongly 
opposed 
to 
capital 
punish­ 
ment. Simultaneously British 
public opinion shows people 
strongly in favor of retaining, 
even 
strengthening, 
capital 
punishment. 


FOUR TIMES in 25 years 
the House of Commons has 
passed bills ending the death 
penalty, only to have them 
killed regularly by the House 
of Lords. 
The Macmillan government 
passed a compromise which 
cut back the death penalty to 
five “capital offenses”: m ur­ 
der in the course of theft, 
m urder resisting arrest, m u r­ 
der of policemen, m urder by 
shooting, 
repeated 
murder. 
This bill was passed in 1953, 
pleasing neither the reform­ 
ers. nor public opinion wTiich 
wants capital punishment ex­ 
tended to more crimes. 
Over the past four years 
British 
Gallup 
polls 
have 
shown 
public 
support 
for 
wide-ranging capital punish­ 
ment constantly rising—from 
65 per cent in 1956. to 75 per 
cent in 1958, to 73 per cent 
this spring.

Upwards of 1 mil­ 
lion persons in East and V e st 
Berlin and several million more 
n ear Berlin and along the East- 
West G erm an borders also can 
receive the fr^e Germ an te le ­ 
vision shows— and make the in­ 
evitable comparisons. 
Smartly, the communists stay 
on the air just a bit longer than 
do the West G erm an or West 
Berlin stations, so the last tele­ 
vision news show an avid view­ 
e r can catch is communist. 
And the propaganda thereon 
is smooth. 
Consider

show— 
It opened with an announcer, 
looking as neat as any capital­ 
ist news reader, reading the 
news in a well-modulated voice

farms But for the most part, 
they no longer 'd o their own 
work 
I>abor now rom es from 
outside 
the 
family, 
largely 
from machines or hired help. 
Family operators have had 
to m ake these adjustm ents, e x ­ 
perts note, because of recent, 
trends in which farm operating 
expenses have j u m p e d 40 per 
cent and the capital investment 
needed 
to 
start a farm has 
grown by two thirds. 
The result has been a rapid 
disappearance of less efficient 
farms, meaning, usually, small 
family farms 
So to survive, 
family farms 
have 
adjusted 
their operations. 
U n d e r their new operating 
systems, say some of the ex­ 
perts, the family farms actually 
are more efficient than lârger 
corporation-operated 
farms.
